COMMISSION DENIES GERMANS 
TOOK RELIEF PROVISIONS 


Statement Given Following English- 
man’s Assertion Trains of Food 
Failed to Arrive. 


LONDON, March 2%.—Referring to 
Statements made in the Times by J. P. 
Whitaker, an Englishman, who declared 
that he had just escaped from Roubaix, 
where he lived for 30 months during the 
German occupation, that trainloads of 
foodstuffs sent by the American Relief 
Commission had failed to arrive there, 
the directors of the commission in Lon- 
don gave the Associated Press the fol- 
lowing denial: 

We can state positively that not a 
single carload, much less a trainload, of 
the commission's provisions, once start- 


ed for Roubaix or any other town occu- 


pied in France, ever failed to arrive. 

In fact, the total receipts of the whole 
1882 French communes provistoned by 
the commission show a loss of but two- 
tenths of one per cent on 485,000 tons of 
foodstuffs sent in by the commission 
from Holland and Brussels. 

With regard to the statement of Mr. 
Whitaker that the Germans had taken 
American white flour and substituted 
rye flour, adulterated with sawdust, the 
facts are: This German flour was not 
substituted for any American flour, but 
was provided by the Germans from the 
native French crop as an addition to 
the American ration, and was the same 
flour mixture of rye and wheat as fur- 
nished to the German soldiers. This ad- 
dition amounted to 100 grammes daily 
per person until November, 1916, and 
now is 180 grammes daily.’’ 


ASSOCIATED PRESS ENJOINS

Order Prevents Defendants From 
Using Complainant’s News

NEW YORK, March 29.—The applica- 
tion of the Associated Press for a writ 
of injunction restraining the Interna- 
tional News Service from appropriating 
the complainant's news at any time 


prior to publication by complainant's 


members, was granted by Judge Au- 
gustus N. Hand in the Federal District 
Court today. 

As to the right of the qmplainant to 
an injunction restraining the defendant 
from the appropriation of complainant's 
news after publication, the Court states 
as follows: 

“While I am personally satisfied after 
giving the matter most deliberate and 
careful consideration that the right ex- 
ists to prevent the sale. by a competing 
news agency of news which is taken 
from early publication of complainant's 
menibers before a sufficient time has 
elapsed to afford opportunity for gen- 
eral publication and that the existing 
practice amounts to unfair trade, yet 
the matter is one of first impression and 
my decision cannot be regarded suffi- 
ciently free from doubt to justify the 
granting of preliminary injunction upon 
this branch of the case. 

The effect of this opinion is to leave 
open for decision upon the final hearing 
the question whether the Associated 
ress is entitled to an injunction against 
the appropriation by the Internationa!

HENRY W, KIEL, Republican (in- 
cumbent), 1625 Missouri avenue. 46 years 
old; brick contractor; elected Mayor in 
April, 1913. Mayor Kiel advocated and 
worked effectively to secure the adop- 
tion of the new charter. For this 
achievement he deserves unqualified 
praise. 

After the charter went into effect he 
demonstrated that he either did not 
understand many of its modern and pro- 
gressive provisions, particularly those 
relating to the merit system, or that he 
had no intention of carrying them out 
as they were written. 

He appointed a good Efficiency Board 
under the provisions of the new charter 
relating to the merit system. As chair- 
man of this board he appointed Mr. 
Thomas H. Rogers, who.had up to that 
time been his private secretary. From 
the very beginning the Mayor sought 
to retain a controlling influence over 
the Efficiency Board. He attempted to 
influenee the board in the choice of its 
own office force. He urged the exemp-

He brought pressure to bear to in- 
duce the Board to exempt the entire

On the other hand Mayor Kiel was 
concerned that Mr. Henry L. Weeke, 
Committeeman from the Ejfghteenth 
ward, should have a city position and a 
place was found for him under tem- 
porary appointment as Superintendent 
of Excavations in the street depart- 
ment, a position which he still holds, 
notwithstanding the fact that he failed

The Mayor brought the pressure of 
his official position to bear upon heads 
of departments to secure appointments 
of a political nature to important po- 
sitions that did not come under the 
classified service.

AVERT A WAR 


Urges That Dispute With Ger- 


many Be Investigated First by 
International Tribunal. 


TEST HIS PEACE PLAN 


Points Out Berlin Approved Idea 


Although Treaty Was Never 
Adopted. 


MIAMI, Fla., March 2.—William J. 


Bryan today addressed an appeal to the 
Senate and Hovse of Representatives 


urging that an attempt be made to 
secure the suspension of Germany’s 
ruthless submarine campaign through 
the application of the so-called Bryan 


peace plan, which provides for an in- 
vestigation of all disputes by an inter- 
national tribunal before resort to war. 

Bryan asked that Congress also con- 
sult the wishes of the people through 
a referendum if it concludes that noth- 
ing but war will satisfy the nation’s 
honor. Bryan’s appeal to Congress fol- 
lows: 

Exercising the citizen’s right of 
petition, I appeal to you. The dis- 
pute with Germany has passed be- 
yond the domain of diplomacy and 
some advise settlement by the sword. 
The metropolitan press, which tried 
to prevent the re-election of the 
President and failed, undismayed by 
a popular verdict of more than one- 
half million, now seeks to lash the 
country into a fury and urges the 
Government to take part in the Euro- 
pean conflict. 

To you, and to you only, is given 
constitutional authority to declare 
war—war which in this case may 
mean the signing of the death war- 
rant of thousands, even millions, of 
your countrymen and the laying of 
grievous burdens upon future gen- 
erations. 

Wrongs Not Directed at U. 8. 

Before you take this blood upon 
your hands, consider, I pray you, 
first, pe the 4 which you 


marily against this country, but are 
acts of desperation directed against 
other nations with which the offend- 
ers are at war. 

2. That our land is not threatened 
with invasion, but that we are asked 
to go 3000 miles for a chance to fight. 

3. That we have not the excuse 
for going to war that the European 
nations had. They had no machin- 
ery for peace. We have a peace 
plan offered by this nation to the 
world and now embodied in 30 trea- 
ties with three-quarters of the pop- 
ulation of the globe. The plan has 
the indorsement of the President, the 
commendation of the Senate and the 
approval of the people at the polls. 
It provides for investigation of all 
disputes by an international tribunal 
before resort to war. 

Fortunately, these treaties compel 
us to employ the plan with Great 
Britain, France, Italy and ..ussia be- 
fore going to war with them. Ger- 
many formally approved the plan, 
although no treaty has yet been con- 
cluded with her. Shall we repudiate 
our own plan the first time we have 
an opportunity to employ it? 

If, as the President recently de- 
clared, the American people do not 
want war, is it not worth while to 
try the peace plan before bringing 
upon the people the horrors of war? 
Until an attempt is made and fails, 
no one is able to say that it would 
be impossible to secure the suspen- 
sion of ‘ruthless’ submarine warfare 
during the investigation for which 
the plan provides. Shall we deny 
ourselves the credit of trying to 
settle the dispute with the treaty 
plan? 

Would Carry Citizens on U. S. Ships. 

And, is it not worth while to do 
our part in trying to avoid injury? 
Would it not be better, as well as 
cheaper, for the Government to carry 
on its own vessels such Americans 
as must go to Europe rather than 
engage in war to vindicate the right 
of citizens to disregard all risks and 
ride upon belligerent ships? 


Is it not worth while to separate 
passengers from contraband cargoes 
so that the captains of passenger 
ships can give their entire attention 
to the safety of the passengers? Our 
nation is the world's foremost advo- 
cate of peace. If we go to war it 
should be for a cause which history 
will justify. 

If you reach the conclusion that 
nothing but war will satisfy the na- 
tion’s honor, is it too much to ask 
that by a referendum you consult 
the wishes of those who must. in 
case of war, defend the nation’s 
honor with thelr lives? 


As one who expects to live up to a 
citizen's duties, if war comes, I plead 
with you to use all honorable means 
to preserve peace before vou take 
the responsibility of plunging our be- 
loved land into this unprecedented 
struggle, begun without any suffi- 
clent cause and conducted by both 
sides in utter disregard of the well 
settied rights of neutrals.

Food Shortage and War Attitude, 
Factors in Unrest in Spain. 
WASHINGTON, March 29.—Frequent 
reports from Spain of widespread un- 
rest because of her attitude toward the 
war and an almost universal food short- 
age, made officials at the State Depart-

Since the be- 
ginning of the war there has been de- 
cided internal dissension as to Spain's 
attitude in the war, and during the last 
few months especially, with the sharp- 
ening of the German submarine cam- 
paign, the food shortage has aggravated 
the trouble.

The court, the clergy 
and the army have been reported Here 
as decidedly pro-German, so that Spain 
has not been fully trusted by the allies. 
Business interests, as 
neutral countries, and the people gener- 
ally were reported anti-German. Spain 
has protested sinking of her ships with 
a varying degree of bitterness.

French Capture Munitions Pepots;

PARIS, March 2%.—Important muni- 

tions and a supply depot have been 

captured by the French, the War Office 
announced today. Artillery fighting con- 
tinued during the night between the 

Somme and the Aisne, and the French 

kept in contact everywhere with the 

German line. Soissons was bombarded 

by heavy German guns. 

The statement follows: 

“From the Somme to the Aisne there 

js no change in the situation. Inter- 
mittent artillery fighting occurred dur- 
ing the night. Our troops everywhere 
maintained contact with the enemy’s 
lines. 
“In the course of the operations of 
recent days south of the Oise, we took 
possession of important depots of ma- 
terials and ammunition. Yesterday Ger- 
man long-range guns fired seven shells 
at Soissons. In the region of Rheims 
we made a successful surprise attack 
north of La Pompelle. 

“In the Champagne, near Tahure and 
in the Argonne, at Courtes Chausses, at 
tacks by the enemy were repulsed com- 
pletely by our fire. On the left bank 
of the Meuse (Verdun front) our troops 
recaptured in a spirited attack the last 
elements of the trenches which the 
enemy had been holding since March 18. 
We took prisoners in the vicinity of 
Avocourt Wood and Hill 304. 


The official statement of last night 
said: 

“Between the Somme and the Oise 
great activity was displayed by both ar- 
tilleries, especially on the Essigny-Be- 
nay front. Our fire dispersed enemy 
pioneers south of St. Quentin; there was 
no infantry action. 

“Bouth of the Oise and north of Sois- 
sons, skirmishes between patrols occur- 
red at a number of points. 

In Champagne, after a violent bom- 
bardment of our positions west of 
Maisons de Champagne, the German; 
delivered a strong attack this morning, 
gaining a footing in some of the ele- 
ments of our first line. All of their at- 
tempts against Maisons de Champagne 
broke down under our fire, which in- 
fiicted sanguinary losses on the enemy. 

“Two surprise attacks against our 
small east of the road between 
Bt.

ISSUED IN RUSSIA} 


Signed bY Representatives of 
Duma Party and of Work- 
men and Soldiers. 
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By Associated Press. 
PETROGRAD, March 2.—A declara- 


tion in support of the war has been 
issued by a committee of working men, 
soldiers and deputies and it apparently 
represents the sober conclusion which 
the masses of the population have 
reached after being swayed this way 
and that by the turbulent currents and 
cross-currents which swept through the 


country in the first days of the revolu- 
tion. This conclusion is that liberty 
and victory over the Germans are in- 
separable and that responsibility for 
plunging Europe into war rests on the 
Hohenzollern family and Prussian im 
perialistic ambitions. 

The tendency is to regard the war no 
longer as a struggle between nations, 
but as one between the new spirit of 
democracy and the old spirit of im- 
perialisi. 

Reassuring reports of the visit of Min- 
ister of War Guchkoff to the front con- 
tinue to be received. Everywhere the 
army responded with the greatest en- 
thusiasm to his appeals and declared 
itself ready to continue fighting until 
the end. The same spirit is manifested 
in Petrograd, where there are daily pro- 
cessions of troops carrying banners in- 
scribed: ‘‘Liberty and victory.’’ 

The idea of equal rights for women is 
beginning to gain weight. In the Gov- 
ernment of Ekaterinoslav peasants have 
sent women deputies to the Government 
Executive Committee.

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DECLARATION FOR |SHELLS FROM BRITISH GUNS 


PREVENTED BURIAL OF DEAD 


Inspection Shows Germans Tossed Bodies Into 


Open Grave in Front of Metal 
Swept Trenches. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press. . 

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS, IN 
FRANCE, March B.—Now that the des- 
perate episodes in the war, known in 
history as the battles of the Somme, 
have been ended by the German retreat 
from Arras to the Aisne, it has been 
possible to investigate the conditions 
which existed along the German front 
prior to the backward swing to the 
so-called Hindenburg line. 

When the retreat began more than a 
month ago, the British swept over some 
old Somme positions held by the Ger- 
mans, and even the most hurried 
glimpse of the evacuated trenches indi- 
cated how untenable they had become 
and why it was decided to run no risks 
of another allied offensive in this sec- 
tor. 


Five miles of slogging along the old 
German lines in the vicinity of Ba- 
paume today revealed a picture which 
may never be seen again in this or any 
other war. The front line was à long, 
open. crumbling grave. 


Dead Tossee From Trenches. 

One realized how the men in ‘these 
trenches had been plagued by their own 
dead. Such a ceremony as decent burial 
had been out of the question and there 
was no means of conveying the bodies 
to the rear. It was necessary to pass 
them through a rain of shell to bring 
up food and water to the living. So the 
dead had been tossed out of the 
trenches, only to be blown back again 
by an exploding shell. Occasionally 
graves had been dug in the sides of 
the trench itself, but the dead could not 
rest there. 

It has been an enthralling thing to 
stand by the British guns in the last 
three or four months and wonder what 
was the meaning of all their continu- 
ous roar. There was no set battle in 
progress and the gunners said it was 
merely the dally hate“ going on to keeg 
Fritz unhappy. 

The revelations of the German trench- 


es, however, gives the answer to what 
the guns were doing. In some plages 
there were masses of human bodies. 
Neither by day nor by night had the 
Germans rested. Their trusted barbed 
wire, in which they always place such 
great reliance, had been swept away. 
and they dared not venture out to re- 
pair it. 

Works of Gunes Revealed. 
An trace of communication trenches 
leading to the front lines were wiped 
out and it had Ween necessary to bring 
up supplies and relief at night over 2 
country blown into endless shell holes. 
many of which were filled to such a 
depth with water that men were 
drewned. White bits of broad tape could 
be seen here and there attached to the 
iren posts. These were for the purpose 
of suidirfg the men up to the front line. 


‘These patnways over the fields of 
death also were strewn with bodies. 
One of the fallen soldiers had his right 
arm thrown Over his rifle as if his last 
impulse was to protect this weapon of 
defense. But there was no defense 
against the constant shelling. 


Dugouts Battered to Picces. 

„The front line, of course, was 
seamed with the inevitable deep Ger- 
man dugouts, but even these had not 
been immune. There were hundreds 
of direct hits on top of them, which 
must have made life hazardous with- 
in. Around the famous Butte de 
Warlencourt the German trenches 
have disappeared. The entire fury 
of the Somme fighting once swirled 
about this somewhat ‘nsignificant 
mound of powdered chalk, just off 
the Bapaume road, which is general- 
ly believed to have been a prehistoric 
tomb. The Butte now marks the 
death place not only of one supposed- 
ly distinguished prehistoric man, but 
thousands of young warriors.

'WIGGINS BOARD 10

PAGIFIST LETTER 


Vinnedge Declares He Is Amer- 
ican and Expressed Only His 
Personal View. 


DISCOURAGED ENLISTMENT 


Wrote of Horrors of War to Sub- 
ordinate Who Asked if Place 
Would Be Held for Him. 


W. S. McChesney, president of the 
Terminal Railroad Association, called 
to his office this morning Charles A. 
Vinnedge, secretary and auditor of the 
Wiggins Ferry Co., subsidiary company 
of the Terminal Association, and ques- 
tioned him about a letter sent by him 
to J. J. Long, cashier of the Wiggins 
company, discouraging enlistment of 
employes. 

Vinnedge's letter, which was in answer 
to an inquiry from Long as to whether 
employes who enlisted would get their 
positions back when the war is over, 
was as follows: 

“I have your note of the 22d inst. rela 
tive to men in your department enlist- 
ing for the war, and inquiring if assur- 
ance could be given them that their 
positions be given back to them after 
the war is over. 

Statistics show that of the enlisted 
men in the war now in progress, about 
50 per cent never return; 25 per cent are 
incapacitated by wounds and sickness, 
from every filling their old positions 
with the same degree of ability, but I 
can assure you any of the men who 
do enlist and return, sadder and wiser, 
will be taken care of in positions suited 
to their ability.” 

President McChesney told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Vinnedge explained that 
the letter was written before the militia 
was called out, in response to the in- 
quiry of a subordinate, and was intend- 
ed merely as an expression of the per 
sonal views of Vinnedge, who is a paci- 
fist, and was not inteded to go any 
further. He expressed deep regret that 
the letter had been circulated in such a 
manner as to embarrass his superiors. 

President McChesney asked him if he 
was a German. He said his ancestors 
on both sides were Americans for gen- 
erations and that he could qualify as a 
son of the American Revolution, but he 
did not believe in war. Vinnedge is not 
a subordinate of President McChesney. 

“If one of my subordinates had writ- 
ten such a letter, contrary to the de- 
clared policy of the company,.“ he said 
to the Post-Dispatch reporter, “I would 
dismiss him. Vinnedge is a subordinate 
of the board of directors. The matter 
will automatically come before them. 
It is unfortunate that such a letter 
would be written at a time when we 
should all be supporting the Govern- 
ment and encouraging young men to re- 
spond to its call. 

When the soldiers were called to the 
border. we announced that employes 
who went would find their positions 
open for them when they returned. 
That announcement is still in effect.“ 

At the direction of President McChes- 
ney a notice was posted today declaring 
that the Vinnedge letter was without 
t uthority, that the sentiment it ex- 
pressed was in direct conflict with the 
policy of the Terminal companies, and 
that the companies stood ready to af- 
ford protection in employment to all 
employes responding to their country’s 
call.

LONDON. March 29.--While the New 


York World's proposa! that the United 
States should cive $1,000,000,000 to France 
excites the greatest interest here, lead- 
ing Government Ministers and former 
Ministers find it impossible to make any 
comment upon it because they consider 
it is a matter on which anything they 
might say is open to minsconstruction. 

The editorial suggestion of the Daily 
News that in event of war between Ger- 
many and the United States the in- 
terned German ships be used to send 
supplies to France, meets with strong 
approval, as one of the most practical 
and valuable ways America could show 
her sympathy with France. 


Proposal Arouses Keen Interest. 
The proposal has aroused the keen- 


est interest in banking quarters here, 
as has the suggestion in dispatches 
from America that facilities be afford- 
ed for raising a $1,000,000,000 British loan 
on easy terms. 

Henry Herbert Hambling, general 
manager of the London and Southwest- 
ern Bank, one of the most important 
financial institutions here, said: “Such 
a gift would be a fine and noble thing. 
It would be aiding not only France, but 
her allies; and if America enters the 
war she can be of inestimable service 
in giving financial support to the allies. 

“It is intimated that the near future 
might see an opportunity afforded in 
America for floating on reasonable 
terms an allied or British loan for $1,- 
000,000,000. Even if we did not desire to 
take advantage of such an opportunity, 
it would be of greatest importance that 
we could raise money there if we want- 
ed to 


“Big Help to France.” 

John Ferguson, general manager of 
the National Bank of Scotland, and one 
of the best-known London banking au- 
thorities, referring to the proposed gift 
to France, said: “America with her 
great wealth cculd easily do it. The 
sympathy and attachment for France 
shown in the suggestion are fully un- 
derstood here. It would be a big as- 
sistance to France.“ 

Referring to the reports that facilities 
would be offered for raising a British 
or allied loan, he said: In the Brit- 
ish financial world it is fully realized 
what an incalculable assistance it would 
be to the allies to have America ranged 
on their side with all her great wealth. 
If the United States gave its sanction 
to a loan to the British or the allies 
on the strength of the British or allies’ 
credit it would be an untold help. It 
could be at a good reasonable rate and 
would stabilize the rate of exchange 
and go far toward aiding all the bus“ 
ness relationships between Britain and 
America, which are sure to come when 
the war ends.“ 

Many Americans here strongly favor 
the gift to France and eagerly await 
an opportunity to contribute to it.

Can Only Ald Ally. 

The granting of sums of money to an 
ally in war is a very ancient practice 
in Europe. It was England's long purse 
and her lavish financial assistance to 
Austria, Prussia and Russia that finally 
conquered Napoleon. These sums were 
first advanced usually as loans, but as 
others were needed the preceding ones 
were canceled and became outright 
gifts. 

It is fundamental with us that pub- 
lic moneys can be used and public debts 
can be contracted only for public or 
national purposes. Public gifts in money 
to discharge a national debt of grati- 
tude may be considered as within this 
spirit. It frequently has been thought 
a proper exerciso of congressional pow- 
er to make substantial appropriations 
for humanitarian purposes outside the 
United States, 

Under the constitutional duty of Con- 
gress “to provide for the common de- 
fense and public welfare of the United 
States,“ there could be no doubt of the 
authority of Congress to assist an actual 
ally by a loan or gift, to be applied 
for purposes of mutual defense. It 
could not be done so long as we re- 
mained a neutral without violating the 
obligations of that status.

‘U.S. WILL NOT GO TOWAR 


Somewhat Modifies View That 
President Is Determined on 
Declaration of Hostilities.

BERLIN, March 2.—While there is 
no doubt here that Congress will declare 
a state of war to exist, there has been 
considerable modification in the last 
few days of the idea, amounting al- 
most to a paranoical delusion, that 
President Wilson wants war, and that 
formal declaration of war is sure to 
come shortly. This is giving way to 
gome extent to a feeling that perhaps 
after all President Wilson may be try- 
ing to avoid declaring war and that, on 
the whole, the will to war may be lack- 
ing in America. 

The reported official explanation by 
Washington of the recall of Brand 
Whitlock and the Americans in Bel- 
gium connected with relief work there 
has been regarded here as another in- 


to war with Germany. This view is e- 
pressed by the Berlin Gazette as fol- 
lows: 

It has been repeatedly emphasized on 
the part of Germany that Minister 
Whitlock has been shown all possible 
friendly consideration by the govern- 
mental authorities in question. He was 
told that the German Government would 
aid in the continuance of his humani- 
tarlan work. It was, however, natural 
that after the break he could no longer 
remain in Belgium as a diplomatic rep- 
resentative. 

“So far as the torpedoing of Belgian 
relief ships is concerned, it has been ve- 
peatedly emphasized on our part that 
these sinkings took place only in the 
barred zone, in which exception can be 
made in favor of no ships whatever. 
There is a special channel, free from 
danger, for the voyage to Rotterdam, 
which is open to American relief ships 
just as to neutral shipping. 

“If correctly reported, the State De- 
partment’s statement is merely a pre- 
text, and its generalized, untenable ex- 
pressions afford only further proof of 
the warlike intentions of the United 
States.“

ON UNIVERSAL 
TRAINING SYSTEM 


St. Louis Citizens in Various 
Walks of Life Give Views 
on Proposal. 


sents a second installment of 
the views of the average St. 
Louis citizen on universal military 
training. Reporters saw men and 
women in widely varying walks of 
life to get their opinions, presented 
herewitn: 

Arthur E. Bostwick, Public Librarian: 
In general it is a good thing, but the 
present system is medieval in that the 
men are taught how to walk and how to 
form columns of fours and other things 
that are useless in modern warfare. 
They should be instructed in the art of 
throwing bombs and in modern war- 
fare. 

Dr. JohnA. Pringle, Superintendent City 
Hospital: I favor universal training for 
all our young men; I believe in it 
so strongly that I would give a year of 
my time in order that I might be of 
use to my country in case of war. 

Dr. B. W. Klippel, resident physi- 
clan at City Hospital: Universal train- 
ing is what this country needs and 
whether we are ever in danger of hav- 
ing war or not I am ready to give at 
least a year of my time doing my share 
wf helping put this country on a modern 
basis—by that I mean a basis that 
makes it respected by all other coun- 
tries. 

A customer in a Pine street cafeteria: 
I believe in even more training than is 
proposed. I would like to see the Swiss 
system adopted as nearly as it can be 
made to fit our conditions. Our young 
men need to be taught obedience. 

John W. Kearney, publicity agent, Mis- 
sourl Pacific Railroad: I’m strong for 
universal military service. Sorry we 
didn’t have it when I was a boy. 

Nat Goldstein, Circuit Clerk: I favor 
universal military training for all who 
have none dependent upon them. 

Arthur Kapp, electrician, 4562 Morgan 
street: I am for military training for 
young men because I believe anything 
that would tend to develop their bodies 
and make strong men of them should 
be encouraged. 

Retired Wholesale Grocer: Military 
training ought to be brought about in 
this country, so that we may be able 
to protect ourselves when necessary. I 
favor a law to compel military, training 
for young men. 

A printer, 50 years old: Yes, sir; I'm 
for military training for the other fel- 
low, always. Compulsory military train- 
ing here would be a good thing. My ex- 
perience with such training recently is 
through my acquaintance with several 
young men who went to the border. All 
said they had a good time and declared 
nothing in thelr lives did them as much 
good. I think, however, six months is 
not enough time to allow to such train- 
ing. 

Journeyman carpenter of Maplewood: 
I see no disadvantage to a young man 
in compulsory military training and I’m 
for it. I know several men who re- 
turned from the border, and I tell you 
the training and discipline they experi- 
enced there has made better boys of 
them. I think the experience would 
improve the moral and physical oapdi- 
tion of a great majority of our young 
men.

Sokoloff Declares German So- 
cialists Must Cease Being 
Led by Nose.“ 


BEHIND THE MINISTRY 


But Workmen’s Demands Must 
Be Met; Peace Only on the 
Wilson Ideals. 


By ARNO DOSCH-FLEUROT 
A Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch and New York World. 

PETHOGRAD, March . via London, 
March 2.—‘‘If the Germans think they 
are going to get peace easier from the 
new Russia than form the old, let me 
tell them they can get peace in one way 
—immediate peace—by doing what we 
did and getting rid of their Emperor and 
of all idea of imperial conquest, said 
Nicholas Sokoloff, spokesman of tne 
Executive Committee of the Council of 
Workmen’s delegates, in an interview 
with the Post-Dispatch correspondent. 

“We Socialists believe in peace, but 
we are not going to ve the only Social 
ists to make peace The German So- 
clalists must cease being led by the 
nose before we mention peace, least of 
all separate peace. If the German 89 
cialists only knew how easy it is—one 
kick of the soldier’s boot and the arro- 
gant throne disappears in dust.“ 

The interview made clear that the 
workmen and the soldiers are solidly ba- 
hind the present ministry as long as it 
follows the program and adheres to the 
democratic declarations publicly adopt- 
ed; that they want the national azsem- 
bly soon and do not want to wait for 
the end of the war; that they have no 
intention of trying to inaugurate a So- 
clalist republic at the convention, but 
will be content with a democracy in the 
American and French sense; that they 
will have no peace while the German 
empire stands unconquered; and thar 
their terms of peace follow the ideal of 
no forcible annexations,\expressed 1 
President Wilson's address to the Sen- 
ate, . 


; New Government Criticised. 
Sokoloff’s attitude, however, was not 


lacking in criticisms of the provisiona’ 
Government. He spent most of an hour 
discussing earnestly the provisional Goy- 
ernment’s failure to stick to the exact 
letter of their agreement with the Coun- 
cil of Workmen. 

When the Council of Workmen’s Dei- 
egates and tha Duma began working to- 
gether during the revolution,“ he said, 
it was early agreed to leave the choice 
of Ministers to the Duma, provided our 
program was followed. They chose 
among Ministers three of our men and 
adopted all our suggestions and pro- 
gram except the demand for the Em- 
peror’s immediate, unconditiona! abdica- 
tion. 

They also promised to keep the Coun- 
cll of Workmen informed in advance of 
all important decisions of the Govern- 
ment. The question of the Emperor, 
however, has been a constant source of 
irritation ever since. 

“First, when Gutchkoff and Shulgin 
went to the Emperor, they did not in- 
sist on his complete abdication, but per- 
mitted acting in favor of Michael, al- 
though he cleared up that difficulty by 
resigning ad interim. Of this the Coun- 
cil of Workmen was not informed ac- 
cording to agreement. 

“Second, the Government was prepar- 
ing to send the Emperor out of the 
country without informing the Council. 
This was prevented. 

“The third point ot dissension arose 
from the oath presented to the army to 
swear a new allegiance, which was sent 
out without consulting us. 

“All three were important matters, of 
which the Government did not officially 
inform us. The first situations wera 
saved by events and the third by the 
expedient of Kerensky, the Socialist 
Minister of Justice, who suggested that 
the Government swear allegiance to the 
program, thereby swearing the army to 
the program.“ 

The main point of the program and 
declaration of freedom issued in the 
first days of the revolution were the 
abolition of all national and religious 
limitations, equality of all soldiers be- 
fore the law and improvéd working con- 
ditions, Obviously the attitude of the 
workmen ig touchy. 


“We want to keep on good working 
terms with the Government,” Sokoloff 
went on, “but at the same time the 
Government must live up to the exact 
letter of its agreement to advise us of 
its moves. So far the program has been 
realized and if it continues to be, all 
will go well. If we fail to keep in ac- 
cord, if there is a conflict, tnere is no 
telling the future—perhaps counter-rey- 
olutions will arise.“ 

“When does the Council of Workmen 
Want the national assembly held?“ he 
Was asked. 

“Without delay.“ Sokoloff answered. 
“We don't want to wait until the end 
of the war. The only difficult question 
is that of the armies’ voting, and we 
believe we have an expedient for ob- 
taining army delegates according to 
their representation. We are good at 
developing expedients.

‘What Would Dewey Do?’ 
His Advice to Graduates. 


183 GET COMMISSIONS 


Secretary Says Advance of Grad- 
uation Emphasizes Tense 
National Situation. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., March 2.—The 
class of 183 midshipmen commissioned 


at the Naval Academy today, three 
months ahead of the time of their reg- 
ular graduation, were told by Secretary 
Daniels that the nation expected them 
to be ready “for the day that may come 
—how soon, who can tell?—when upoa 
your coolness and knowledge and lead- 
ership and ability to shoot straight may 
depend the fate of a decisive naval en- 
gagement. 

The Secretary spoke as the representa- 
tive of President Wilson, who had been 
asked to deliver the grauuation address, 
but had found it impossible to come be- 
cause of the international situation. 

“I bring you the greetings of your 
Commander in Chief, who sends you a 
message of confidence and bids you God- 
speed,“ said Daniels, His heart is with 
you today. He does not, however, feel 
warranted in making any address in the 
present condition of public affairs even 
to the graduates of this institution, to 
whom he would love to unburden him- 
self. 

Navy Is Chief Defense. 
“You are to receive your commissions 
in a day when nearly all the world is 
in the vortex of war and no people gan 
feel that they may not be drawn Mmto 
it. Your own country faces a crisis. In 
this emergency, the President, who has 
declared his belief that ‘the American 
navy ought to be incomparably the most 
adequate navy in the world,’ in the ex- 
ercise of a discretion vested in him, will 
commission you three months ahead of 
the usual period. That fact alone em- 
phasizes the significance of your early 
graduation. 
Whatever, in addition to steps al- 
ready taken by placing armed naval 
guards on merchant ships, this country 
may be called upon to do, its chief 
and first reliance will be upon the navy. 
Fortunately, the country has officers 
and men not surpassed in any naval 
service. To their number we are ad- 
ding today 183 officers from the naval 
academy and we are drawing to its en- 
listed strength an additional 5,000 from 
the alert and resolute youth of the 
country who, added to the present per- 
sonnel, will give us the finest body of 
enlisted men any officers were evér 
privileged to instruct and lead. 

Follow Some Naval Hero. 

Jou come into a service with a glo- 
rious record, resplendent with rsoble 
traditions. You enter at a time when 
grave responsibilities fall without days 
of waiting upon your young shoulders. 
Today, as not before in a generation. 
the eyes of your countrymen are turned 
in pride, as well as in confidence, to- 
ward the newly commissioned ensigns.“ 
The Secretary said his advice to every 
young officer would be “get yourself a 
naval hero“ for emulation during the 
years of service ahead. He declared it 
was by continually asking himself ‘‘what 
would Farragut do? that Admiral Dew- 
ey himself became the American naval 
hero who should be emulated before al] 
others. 
The history of Admiral Dewey. Dan- 
fels continued, “furnishes one of the 
many examples that it is only the man 
who makes ready in the days of calm 
who is fully ready in the days of storm 
A cal! to duty in the navy is ever 
quick and imperative. Dewey—thanks 
to having selected Farragut as his idea! 
and making ready every day of his 
career—was collected and capable and 
cool on the morning he sailed into Ma- 
nila Bay. He recalled Farragut's 
‘damn the torpedo, go ahead.’ 

New Spirit of the Navy. 

“Admiral Dewey had duties at Manila 
as important, and in some respects more 
delicate and difficult, after the battle, 
as in that horu vader fire. He was fa- 
millar with the law, and never by word 
or action usurped the function of the 
civil government, which must always 
be supreme in international matters as 
well as in domestic rule. No people 
need ever fear military usurpation when 
administered by a naval officer like 
Dewey, zealous for government by law, 
with the sword acting only at the di- 
rection of t civilian ruler. 

There has come, I am glad to say to 
you, a new understanding of the spirit 
of the navy by the people, as evidenced 
by the generous and wise provision by 
the last Congress for its enlargement 
and strengthening. And likewise in the 
navy there has come an appreciation of 
the spirit of the people as expressed 
through their representatives in Con- 
greas.”’ 

Calling attention to the ever-increas- 
ing responsibilities of naval officers, the 
Secretary quoted Dewey as saying the 
men now graduated at Annapolis know 
900 times as much as young officers knew 
in my day." 

‘Will the people's faith in the navy as 
ite protector be justified?" the Secre- 
tary continued. “Will they look to ft as 
the strong right arm of Government 
without thought that a powerful navy 
endangers the supremacy of civilian 
authority”? The answer to that question 
is for you and your fellow officers, and 
those who come after you. T have tested 
the quality of the men of the navy of 
today. I think 1 Know thelr loyalty to 


Ie country and to its traditions, and 


| their 


whole-hearted devotion to the 
ideals of their profession. 

We live in tense times. Great issues 
stir the depts of men. Small questions 
are shriveled. Questions big with the 
fate not alone of nations, but the world, 
may be decided by you. I do not ven- 
ture to prophecy what lies before you. 
But whether your early service is in 
peace, or whether you are called to an 
early baptism of fire, there will be al- 
ways the incentive to high courage 
and to daring if in every emergency 
you ask yourself the question, What 
would Dewey do??

| Today's Test. 
To the HEditer of the Post-Dispatch. 

There is another point in this discussion of 
patriotism that I have not seen brought out. 
Mayor Kiel, in proof of his loyalty, calls to wit- 
ness the fact that his father was a Civil War vet- 
eran. Using the Mayor's position merely as an 
example and without casting the least doubt on 
hie sincerity, I wish to say that at this crisis of 
affairs there is just one unerring test to apply 
to a man's Americanism. ; 

Let him answer these questions: Do you con- 
demn the conduct of the war by the German Gov- 
ernment as an inhuman and infamous violation 
of the fundamental laws of Christian civilization? 
Do you regard with abhorrence the violation of 
Belgium, the disregard of treaties, the deporta- 
tion and enslavement of men and women, the van- 
daliem which spares no monument, however pre- 
cious to all mankind, the murder of women and 
ehildrén by Zeppelin bombs, the sinking of the 
Lusttania, and the open avowal of piratical sub- 
marine warfare with its sacrifice of American 
life? 

This is a catechism whose answers will be de- 
cisive of any man’s position. It is a countersign 
whose call never fails to detect the lukewarm and 
disloyal. 

It is quite possible that a citizen of German 
descent should ring false to this test, even though 
hie father were a veteran of 1860. That was one 
lorue, the present one is quite another. Never 
before has it been demanded of him to condemn 
the fatheriand, still perhaps the home of friends 
and relatives. It is also quite possible and prob- 
able that this test would reveal the spurious 
claims to patriotism of numerous men of other 
than German descent, including some old-line 
Amertoans.

The failure of the Mayor to resist the political 
spoilsmen was the cause of the failure of the merit 
and efficiency system and the cause of the waste- 
fulness of public funds charged by Comptroller 
Player, who has been the only safeguard against 
extravagance. 

St. Louisans are not averse to spending money 
for public improvements and public service, but 
they want every doliar to count for the public 
benefit. ¢ 

The best point in Mr. Connett's campaign is his 
unqualified pledge to enforce all the charter pro- 
visions, to appoint the best available men to do 
the city’s work and to see that the work is done 
efficiently and economically. This*is a large 
pledge and its fulfillment would mean first-class 
goverument for 8t. Louis.

The local Republican platform, upon which 
Mayor Kiel, in answer to all questions, says he 
stands, nas a fatal flaw.

The of- 
ficers of this company recognizing and appre- 
clating to the fullest extent the tremendous 
advantages, good and happiness that this 
country has brought to us, and to all its citi- 
gens, both native born and naturalized, feel 
that we should dg our part in meeting the great 
issue before us. No matter how great t sac- 
rifice, none of us can repay the debt owing to 
our great country. The President may soon 
call you to hig aid in protecting our Nation’s 
honor and in maintaining for ourselves and 
for future generations the liberty and freedom 
for which the United States has always stood. 
There should be no wevering or hes tation. 
The contest is vital, not alone for the welfare 
of America but for the entire world. 

Some of you cannot respond to the call for 
enlistment, but all who are qualified are urged 
to recognize their sacred obligations and vol 
unteer for service. We realize that there ara 
a great many men in the employ of the Lesser- 
voldman Cotton Co. who, in the ordinary 
course of events, would offer their services to 
the army or navy, were it not for the fact 
that those dependent upon them would suffer 
in a financial way during their absence.

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ANOTHER ‘‘SORAP OF PAPEBR.’’ 

One by one all of the civilized states of the 
world are coming to know the little dependence 
that can be placed upon a solemn, written en- 
gagement of the military autocracy in control of 
Germany. As fast as it is to the materia! interest 
of Germany to violate her treaty engagements, 
she continues to apply her “scrap of paper” doc- 
trine. 

Secretary Lansing has just brought a fresh in- 
dictment against her in reply to the request for 
the reaffirmation of the Prussian treaty of 1828. 

“This Government is seriously considering,” 
says the note handed the Swiss Minister, “whether 
or not the treaty of 1828, and the revised articles 
of the treaties of 1785 and 1799 have not been, in 
effect, abrogated by the German Government’s 
flagrant violations of their provisions, for it would 
be manifestly unjust and inequitable to require 
one party to an agreement to observe its stipula- 
tions and to permit the other party to disregard 
them.” 

The rightfulness of abrogation in such circum- 
stances is incontestible. it was said by Justice 
Tredell in the case of Ware vs. Hylton, as early 
as 1796: 

It is a part of the law of nations that if a 
treaty be violated by one party, it is at the 
option of the other party, if innocent, to de- 
clare, in consequence of the breach, that the 
treaty is void. 

It is the office of the Senate to authorize the 
President to declare a treaty abrogated. While 
the Prussian treaty is perhaps the most remark- 
able one ever negotiated by. any state in the lib- 
erality of its provision with respect to war, it has 
been rendered utterly worthless by Germany’s re- 
fusal to be bound. 

Its distinguishing provisions are those designed 
to establish the principle of complete immunity of 
private property from capture in naval warfare, 
contraband excepted, for which the United States 
has labored in vain to establish universally for 
130 years. | 
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THE ALDERMANIO CANDIDATES. 

The merits of the aldermanic tickets should 
have the studious attention of voters Tuesday. 

Practically every place of importance under the 
city government except one is now filled by a 
Republican. This is an extraordinary condition 
in an American city, even the Board of Aldermen 
being solidly Republican. 

How this denial of representation to practically 
all city groups and parties aside from the Repub- 
lican organization has centered attention on the 
possibilities of machine building is abundantly 
attested by the late political history of the city. 
The daring attempt to defeat the intent of the 
charter’s efficiency system and even make the 
functions of that system contribute to the power 
of the machine was not resisted by a single pro- 
testing voice in the municipal legislature. 

To what extremes will the perfection of a spoils- 
man’s machine not go, if the present monstrous 
excess in representation for a single political group 
is continued during another four years? The 
Democratic ticket contains some excellent alder- 
manic material. It also happens that the Repub- 
lican ticket proposes the continuance of some pres- 
ent Aldermen of proved unworthiness and unfit- 
ness. The evils of a solid control by one party 
should be mitigated by the choice of at least the 
best of the 14 Democratic candidates. 
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BEMUSED ELECTIONEERING. 

This is the season of the year when folk do 
funny things and queer. An East Side man who 
would be Squire is writing verses by the quire, 
in hope no voter can refuse to vote a judgeship to 
his muse. He tunes his lyre and thrums the 
strings and here’s.the sort of song he sings: 

Justice to all, malice to none, 

Is the platform on which I run; 
And vote you aye or vote. you no, 
Read this ere to the polls you go. 


It's not an easy thing to see how tenant suits 
and minstrelsy, how writs and summonses et al 
with Clio’s gentle graces pal—unless it be that 
that refined concord which fits the legal mind dis- 
eriminations nice to draw between conflicting 
points of law is like the harmony which sways 
the bard when singing roundelays. But if the two 
together gee the logic of the thing must be that 
by the excellence of one the other’s measure must 
be run. If skill at writing verse will test one’s 
fitness for a judgeship best, conversely if the verse 
is punk his other claims are likewise bunk. 

So, while we wigh the candidate may meet no 
cruel adverse fate, when all his horde of critics 
rolls its combined judgment to the polls, it’s 
scarcely not amiss to hint that when one rushes 
into print to gather ballots up in scads the best 
results are found in ads. Some verse will lull 
and soothe and charm, while other verse just 
makes one warm—and what a chance twould be 
to gloat and muss a bard up with one’s vote! 
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MR. KIEL AND MR. HUGHES. 

An ominous comparison was suggested by Con- 
gressman L. C. Dyer ata Republican campaign 
meeting. “You remember last fall,“ he remarked, 
“when we all said Hughes was going to be elected. 
We bet our money on him and lost it.” 

Mr. Dyer might have extended the parallel far- 
ther. Mr. Hughes, a man of many excellent quali- 
ties, like Mr. Kiel, entered on his campaign with 
an obvious attempt to unite many incongruous 
elements in support of his candidacy. His defini- 
tions were ambiguous, He gave ground for the sus- 
picion that he was attempting a straddle on the 
great issue involving American self-respect and 
American rights. His utterances became less dis- 
appointing just before election, but it was then too 
late. About all he succeeded in doing was to 
alienate certain voters of alien sympathies with- 
out strengthening himself among those dissatis- 
fied from the start with his featuring of minor is- 
sues and noncommittal platitudes on the things 
that count. The American people decided that in 
these times of stress it could take no chances 
with a man like Hughes. 

Mr. Dyer warned the Kiel supporters against the 
danger of overconfidence. The serious aspect of 
the times and the thoughtful temper of the voters 
make the warning pertinent in view of the failure 
of local Republicans again to speak out on the

STALE CAKE—May be used in pud- 
dings, fritters, gelatins, blanc-mange, » 
fruit molds and in making fresh cake 
and steamed puddings. 


ORANGE, grapefrut and lemon peel— 
Should be scraped of all membrane and 
used at once for sugared peel, for candy, 
or used in making cakes, puddings, 
cookies and in garnishing sweet dishes. 
If desirable, collect it gradually, keeping 
it in slightly salted water in a cool 
place for four or five days. Use fresh 
in reinforcing fruit beverages, gelatins 
and sherbets. 

TRIMMINGS FROM SALAD GREENS 
—Stew in water or stock, together with 
a little pickle spice, add rice to thicken 
(three tablespoonfuls to a quart of vege- 
table stock) and, at the end of the cook- 
ing, strain and season with a bouillon 
cube. A real blood tonic. Use cress In 
the same way, also mince any leftover 
sprigs and sprinkle over steak or fish. 

CAULIFLOWER LEAVES — Cook 
twice as long as the cauliflower, chop 
season as greens and use to supplement 
the flower itself. 

CELERY TIPS—Spread on papers, dry, 
store in jars and use for seasoning. Use 
fresh as a basis for soup, a garnish for 
salad or meats and for frying in a thin 
batter. 

ODDS AND ENDS OF FRUIT—Use 
in fruit salads, fruit gelatins, fruit cups, 
fruit soups, fruit beverages, tapiocas, 
compotes of rice and farina, and in case 
of juicy berries, as raspberries, straw- 
barries and so on; use in drinks and 
for corn-starch puddings. 

LEFTOVER FISH—Use in croquettes 
with rice or potato, creamed ag a sauce 
over brown rice, in salads with celery, 
cabbage, radishes, or shredded romaine, 
cress or lettuce, or use to season cream- 
of-fish soup, or for stuffing peppers, to- 
matoes, cucumbers or cabbage leaves. 

BITS OF CHEESE AND RINDS—Put 
cheese scraps through foodlchopper and 
use in Welsh rabbit; cheese sauce for 
fish, rice or héminy; in vegetable scal- 
lops; creamed potatoes, German style; 
cheese croquettes, etc.; grate cheese 
from rinds and use on spaghetti, in 
creamed vegetables, to make cheese 
sticks, cheese biscuits, cheese pie crusts 
for fruit pies, cheese toast and serve 
with stock vegetable soups. 

RICE WATER—Use in stock pot, or 
as base for soup. 

SOUR MILK—Use in making biscuits, 
all kinds of grain muffins, steamed or 
baked brown, whole wheat or graham 
bread, spice cake, spiced cookies, plain 
cake, ginger bread and ginger drop 
cookies, butter cakes, boiled galad dress- 
ing. 

SOUR CRPAM-— Use in making fruit 
ice creams, cream fruit sherbets, chick- 
en gravy, cheesecake, cooked salad 
dressing, uncooked cole-slaw dressing, 
whipped in mayonnaise, to enrich

When Cotton and 
Silk Combine. 


HERE is a movement on foot among 
manufacturers of fabrics to en- 
hanoe the value and,the possibil- 

ities of both cotton and silk—each of 
which now fills a restricted field—by 
combining these two materials. To this 
end the two great industries are already 
co-operating to the extent that design- 
ers in both fabrics are consulting with 
each other before bringing out new 
patterns. 

“For so many years women of high- 
ly cultivated tastes have grown to 
look upon cotton as unfit for beautiful 
garments, that they do not know what 
artistic fabrics are being woven by the 


| cotton manufacturers,” said the rep- 


resentative of a large St. Louis house. 
“Today cottons mean much more than 
Finghams and calicoes. Weaves of 
extraordinary softness, which permft 
of the most delicate drapery, are being 
turned out. 

“Furthermore, aressmakers and 
makers of garments have not hitherto 
interested themselves in oottons. They 
have noted these fabrics casually, have 
passed them by, and have taken to 
silk or wool when it was desired to 
bring out a creation in which the d 
signer’s art and the art of the dress. 
maker were combined. Cotton has 
seldom been used for such garments. 
In fact, it has not lent itself to such 
creations in the past, but ft has been 
developed to such high quality that it 
may be made to do so now. 

“The cotton industry is large, much 
larger than silk, but those who know 
its limitations appreciate the fact that 
cotton needs the touch of the inde- 
finably artistic, which silk alone seems 
to give, to emphasize its best qualities. 
The development certain to result 
through combination with the silk. in- 
dustry will lead to sem greater 
achievements and produce a fabric 
which will take higher rank than it 
has ever done before. 

“Cotton is monotonous when made 
up alone. Perhaps that is in some 
degree responsible for the fact that 
it has not been used by those who ap- 
preciate the artistic demands in made- 
up garments. As an example, a Co- 
penhagen blue cotton dress has merit 
but it Is monotonous, and the same 
eriticlam might apply with equal force 
to white volles. organdies and similar 
weaves. Yet few will question the 
real beauty of these goods.

BRITISH SOLDIERS SING 


WHEN SHIP HITS MINE 


Battalion ‘Stands Easy’ While 
Waiting for Transport to G 
Down, but Are Rescued. 


LONDON, March 2%.—The British 
transport Tyndareus, with a battalion 
of the Middlesex Regiment aboard, 
struck a mine on Feb. 9, off Cape Agul- 
has, the southernmost point of Africa. 
The men were paraded on deck, and, 
after roll call, began to sing while they 
waited for the ship to sink. The Tyn- 
dareus, however, was saved and the 
troops were transferred to two rescuing 
steamers. 

The Admiralty has issued the follow- 
ing statement on the incident: 

“The ame gg transport Tyndarius, 
with a battalioh of the Middlesex Regi- 
ment aboard, struck a mine at 8 in the 
evening of Feb. 9, off Cape Agulhas. A 
strong southwesterly gale was blowing, 
and, immediately after the explosion, 
the ship began to settle by the head, 
with propellers out of the water. 


“Assembly was sounded and the men. 


donned life belts and paraded in per- 
fect order. Roll was called and, upon 
order, ‘Stand easy,’ the whole battallon 
began to sing. 
“Army Tradition Upheld.” 

wo steamers, dispatched to the res- 
cue, arrived on the scene within halt 
an hour. During this trying time, Al- 
though faced by the probability of im- 
minent death, the troops maintained 
steadfast courage and discipline. Never 
was the tradition of the British army 
more worthily upheld than on this oc- 
casion. 

„Thanks to the devotion and perse- 
verance of the captain and the officers, 
the ship was saved. The troops were 
transferred to the two steamers and 
taken to Simonstown, where the Tyn- 
dareus subsequently returned under her 
own steam, with two holds flooded and 
another leaking. 

“The King has graciously expressed 
his deep.admiration for the conduct’ of 
all ranks in upholding the cherished 
tradition of the Birkenhead.”’ 

Where Birkenhead Was Lost. 

The torpedoing occurred near the 
spot where the troop ship Birkenhead 
was lost. 


The British steamer Tyndareus, ap- 
parently the one alluded to in the offi- 
cial statement, was an 11,000-ton vessel 
built last year at Greenock and owned 
by the Ocean Steamship Co., of Liver- 
pool. 

The Birkenhead, a British troop ship, 
struck a rock off Simon's bay, South 
Africa, on Feb. 26, 1852, while having 
on board 638 persons, largely troops on 
their way to the Cape. Of the crew 
and soldiers on board 454 were lost.

Out for Feminine Suffrage. 


LONDON, March 2.—After an inter- 
esting debate the House of Commons, 
by a majority of 279, has expressed ap- 
proval of legislation on tne lines of 
the Speaker’s conference recommenda- 
tions for franchise reform. The small 
minority against such a measure rep- 
resented not the actual opponents of re- 
form, but rather members who were de- 
sirous of postponing discussion of such 
a contentious character until after the 
war. 

The feature of the debate was the 
frank acceptance by ex-Premier As- 
quith and Andrew Bonar Law, Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, of women’s right 
to vote as a result of their war sacri- 
fices and services, and Premier Lloyd 
George’s whole-hearted acceptance of 
the conference recommendations, ex- 
cept Proportional representation. He 
was éven willing to go still further as 
to suffrage and make the qualifying pe-

The Nationalists announced 
that they would support Asquith’s mo- 
tion for adoption of the proposed fran- 
chise reforms, 

As a result of the debate, the Govern- 
ment, Bonar Law announced, will pro- 
ceed with legislation to give effect to 
the recommendations of the conference. 
The bill will embody all the recommen- 
dations except proportional representa- 
tion and women’s suffrage. These will 
be omitted, first, because the Govern- 
ment is still undecided on the question 
and second, because it is held that Par- 
liament must first of all express ac- 
ceptance of the principle of women's 
suffrage. 

To Be an Amendment. 

The present idea is to make the bill 
as little contentious as possible, so that 
the second reading may be easily se- 
cured; then, in committee, these two ex- 
cepted questions may be raised as 
amendments to the bill, thus giving the 
House an opportunity to record its opin- 
ion, 

It cannot be doubted that the views 
expressed by Asquith, Walter Hume 
Long and other prominent former op- 
ponents of woman’s suffrage, will in- 
fluence many other opposing members. 

It is still possible that the women | = 
may have to wait until after the war for 
the fullest recognition of their claims, 
but the vote for women in some shape 
is now certain. 

The new bill will not be introduced 
until some considerable time after 
Easter, as the budget and other urgent 
business claim priority.

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pumps. These heroes are capable of tre- 
mendous—indescribable—work. 

They see nothing of the battle at their 
post, deep beneath the surface, percelv- 
ing at the most a dull ringing of bells 
when a hostile grenade bursts outside 
the ship. That doesn’t disturb them. 
Calmly they work on. Jokes fly here 
and there—pipes are quietly smoked. 


They know only too well that German 
armor and German coal can resist even 
the strongest grenades. 

They also know, though, that it has 
come to the pofnt-when they must ex- 
ert themselves to the utmost. Not for 
a moment do they pause in their work. 
Only now and then a hand reaches out 
for the coffee pot. How are things 
going up above? Are they after the en- 
emy? Are they giving them what they 
deserve? A whistle down the speaking 
tube. The watch engineer sends the fol- 
lowing information from the starboard 
engine: 

„Have just heard from the bridge that 
a hostile man-of-war has been sunk by 
heavy grenade flre.“ 

Rattling, the coal falls into the glow- 
ing mass; the furnace doors bang. The 
rousing hurrah with which the news is 
received can be heard above all the other 
noises. With renewed strength, with 
beaming face, the stokers continue their 
work. Their duty began at 4 in the aft- 
érnoon. Not one of them knew the bat- 
tle was to take place when they went 
on watch. They know no fatigue. In 
streams the sweat rushes from their 
faces. Good-naturedly the coal-black 
arm is pased across the face. The next 
moment the work continues. 

In the bunkérs one must be doubly 
careful. Owing to the heavy vibration, 
the heaps of coal crush together, rolling 
down. Then very often a life is saved 
merely by means of a precarious posi- 
tion or a daring feat of climbing. 

Around 11 o’clock they are offered re- 
lief. Offended, they refuse it. They 
wish to contribute their utmost to the 
final result. They know what depends 
upon them. At the most, a sip of coffee, 
and the shoveling continues. In the en- 
gine rooms the poles turn unceasingly 
Faces and clothes are as if bathed in 
oil. The heat is terrific, especially at 
the lighting éngines, but also here no 
fatigue is known. No one thinks of re- 
lief. 


Work of the Gunners. 

Just as breathless, just as severe and 
‘ heavy is the work of the gunners. Un- 
, ceasingly the munition elevators rattle 
up out of the munition chambers. One 
| heavy grenade after the other, one 

cartridge after the other is demanded— 
| pushed into the barrels. .The muscles 
| are taut, the teeth clenched, the arteries 
seem to burst. No one seems to worry 
about it. The tower commander and 
head gunner need to use no word of en- 
couragement. 

The day of revenge! The opportunity 
has come and must be taken full ad- 
vantage of. 

Shot after shot speeds from the bar- 
rels. Shrilly shriek the alarm bells; the 
guns roar forth, crashing shots. A day 
of glory for the artillery—heavy, middle 
and light. German guns and German 
barrels show today how expertly they 
are built—show what the German weap-~ 


amounts of ammunition are consumed. 
Those not busy below decks help the 
men. 

Not once during the whole battle do 
the electric and hydraulic machines fail. 
Men and material show today what 
“German” means. 

The picture which unfolds itself out- 
side is dreadful. The steel giants rush 
on enfolded in thick clouds of powder 
steam. The flashes which unceasingly 
blaze forth from the squadrons bring 
death and destruction. The day of 
judgment seems to have arrived. The 
air all around is full of noise and bellow- 
ing. A savage fight! With a thundering 
crash a mast falls here on the deck. A 
German grenade blows away the mighty 
funnel of an English man-of-war like a 
slip of paper. Seething hot steam hisses 
out of the shot-up pipes. In violent 
cramps fight the mortally-hit bodies. 
No mercy. The day of triumph, the hour 
of revenge. 

“Rats Out of Their Holes.” 

The rats are out of their holes. They 
hold what they seize with teeth of iron. 
The sea is whipped up as if unter the 
angry beating of a hurricane. The gren- 
ades spin, howling, into the sea; bellow- 
ing, the water rises. With brazen scythes 
the German death mows the English 
corn—and stalk falls after stalk. Greed - 
ily the abyss opens, gigantic fists pull 
the pride of Britannia down. 

Hardly one undamaged ship is left. 
Blazing, burn several of the opponents 
Holes gape in the sides. Almost riddled 
like a sieve, the armoured cruiser war- 
rior, which was on the outskirts of the 
English lines, withdraws from the fight 
Painfully, its nose dipping deeply ‘nto 
the water, the mortally wounded giant 
moves forward with difficulty. And 
without pause shot after shot strikes on 
its wounded broadside. 

Realising the danger, Admiral Beatty 
sends the Warspite to the warrior’s aid. 
But after a few minutes its rudder con- 
ductors are shot away. Steerless, it is 
unable to carry out the order to with- 
draw again. The same instant the dis- 
astrously murdering fire of our united 
“Konig” class are directed toward it. 

A treemndous white biast-cloud shoots 
up, embracing the ship. Fragments fly 
in the air. As the cloud lifts, there is 


nothing to be seen. The Warrior final. 
ly is tugged aside by an aeroplane 
mother-ship but sinks after a few sec- 
onds. 

It gets darker and darker,, and sight 
becomes more difficult. The sun has 


_ long since disappeared; gray fog covers 
the sea, thickened more and more by 
the rising powder-steam. Palely, like 


distant lightning, the shine of the gun- 
mouth fire trembles exaitingty. 

The thunder of the guns rumbles dully 
across the surface until suddenly the 
blasting-grenades find their targets. 

Searchlights Brought Iate Use. 

Searchilights flare up. Like a threat- 
eningly pointed finger, the rays grope 
across the water, seeking to pierce 
through the gray wall, trembling here | 
and there, greedily on the search after 


the enemy, to se him and to hold 


\ him tight. 


Vice Admiral Scheer, the commander 
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of the fleet, stands with his staff out- 
side the tower of command on the flag- 
ship. Heedless of danger, he can watch 
the fight better from here. The battle 
has already lasted for hours. At full 
speed it continues toward the last. The 
distance between is now less than. a 
hundred kilometers (about six miles), so 
that the ships of the enemy are, with 
difficuity, to be distinguished from our 
own. 

Shortly before complete darkness falle 
the enemy receives further reinforce 
ments from the north. 

Now they can de distinguished as » 
men-of-war of the latest model. The 
English main body, including ships 
completed since the beginning of the 
war, approaches under Admiral Jellicoe. 

The first rays of fire from the guns al- 
ready flash through the darkness from 
the foremost of his ships.

MY SECOND YEAR OF THE WAR. 
REDERICE PALMER,. American 
— War correspondent, writes with 
authority, and at contemporary 
range, of events which must continue 
to be the theme of books so long as 
| books shall be writen. His latest work, 

“My Second Year of the War,” follows 
“My Year of the Great War, which 
was the first year. 

The Somme offensive is the outstand- 
ing subject of the new book, which has 
more than 400 pages packed with facts 
and definite impressions. The same facts 
and impressions have been given in his 
news dispatches and special articles, but 
in the book they form a closely related 
whole and are a record of lasting value. 
The personality of the writer is so en- 
tirely submerged that when he writes 
“I saw,“ the reader appears to see. 

Some of the most absorbing parts of 
the story are in the deacription of the 
charges and fighting in the open, at 
times when trench warfare was tem- 
porarily abandoned. 

“The average layman, he writes, 
“conceives of a charge as a rush. So 
it is on the drill ground, but not where 
its movement is timed to arrival on the 
second before a hissing storm of death, 
and the attackers must not be winded 
when there is hot work awalitinfi them 
in close encounters around traverses and 
at the mouths of dugouts.. No one was 
sprinting ahead of his companions; no 
one crying, Come on, boys!“ no one 
swinging his steel helmet aloft, for he 
needed it for protection from any sud- 
den burst of shrapnel. All were advanc- 
ing at a rapid pace, keeping line and 
intervals except where they had to pass 
around shell craters. Every man must 
do his part as coolly as if he were 
walking a tight rope with no net to 
catch him, with death to be reckoned 
with in the course of a systematic evo- 
lution.’’ 

A sort of safety recipe for neutral ob- 
servers is in this paragraph: 

“It is not an uncommon thing for one 
to feel quite safe within a couple of 
hundred yards of an artillery concen- 
tration. That corner of a village, that 
edge of a shattered grove, that turn in 
the highway, that sunken road—keep 
away from them! Any kind of trench 
for shrapnel; lie down flat unless a sat- 
isfactory dugout is near, for protection 
from high explosives which burst in the 
earth. If you are at the front and a 
curtain of fire is put behind you, wait 
until it is over or go around it. If there 
is one ahead, wait until another day— 
provided that you are a spectator. Al- 
ways “bear in mind how unimportant 
you are, how small a figure on the great 
field, and that if every shell fired had
